weight, and the hot weather 
reduces your desire to ex- 
ercise regularly. If this is a 
reasonably accurate descrip- 
tion of your summer season, 
my challenge is to make 
September your starting 
point for improved physical 
fitness. 

Most of us look to Labor 
Day as the start of a new 
year at school, college, or 
work. With this common 
mindset, it is logical to con- 
sider this time of year a per- 
fect starting point for a new 
exercise program. Unlike 
Spring, when there may be 
more incentive to improve 
your appearance for sum- 
mer clothes and _ bathing 
suits, the Fall fitness pro- 
gram is more about feeling 
better and functioning better 
through purposeful physical 
activity. The four key ob- 
jectives of your fall exercise 
program are increased mus- 
cular strength, increased 
cardiovascular endurance, 
enhanced joint flexibility, 
and improved body com- 
position. Of course, as you 
make progress in each of 
these fitness components 
you will undoubtedly ob- 
serve desirable changes in 
your physique, especially 
more (firm) muscle and less 
fat. 

Our research with thou- 
sands of program partici- 
pants has clearly shown that 
excellent fitness results can 
be attained without high- 
volume or time-consuming 
training sessions, as long 
as the exercise intensity is 
moderately high. For ex- 
ample, in our body com- 
position study, the research 
participants trained for 40 
to 50 minutes, 2 or 3 days 
a week, with a combina- 
tion of strength, aerobic, 
and flexibility exercise. Af- 
ter 6 months, they rebuilt 5 
pounds of muscle and re- 
duced 9 pounds of fat, for 
a 15-pound improvement 
in their body composition 
and physical appearance. 
In our follow-up bone den- 
sity study, the research par- 
ticipants performed less 
than an hour of strength, 
aerobic, and flexibility ex- 
ercise, 2 or 3 days a week. 
After 9 months of training, 
they likewise experienced 
significant muscle gain and 
fat loss, as well as reduced 
resting blood pressure and 
increased bone mineral den- 
sity. In our low back study, 
the same basic training 
program produced signifi- 
cant increases in low back 
strength and significant de- 
creases in low back-fatigue/ 
discomfort, as well as sig- 
nificant improvements in 
body composition. 

Every survey reveals 
that the greatest obstacle to 
regular exercise is lack of 
time. It should therefore be 
encouraging to know that 
2 weekly 40 to 50-minute

The city will formally 
dedicate the new Generals 
Bridge and Park in Quincy 
Center this Saturday. 

The ceremony to dedi- 
cate the bridge and park will 
begin at 10 a.m. on Saturday 
and will be held near inter- 
section of Dunford Drive 
and McConville Way in the 
area of the former Ross Lot. 
The event will take place 
rain or shine. 

The new bridge and park 
honor will 18 generals with 
ties to Quincy who have 
served the United States 
since the Revolutionary 
War. Seven of those gen- 
erals, who have all served 
since World War II, will 
be honored with statues or 
busts in the new park space. 

Three four-star generals 
will have full statues in the 
new park: retired Marine 
Corps Gen. Joseph Dunford, 
who served as the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs and was 
the commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps before that; Gen. 
James McConville, cur- 
rently the chief of staff of 
the Army; and retired Army 


Gen. Gordon Sullivan, who 
served as the chief of staff of 
the Army. 

Busts will be dedicated 
in honor of: Major General 
Francis McGinn of the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard; 
Ronald Rand, a retired Air 
Force brigadier general; the 
late Stephen Keefe, a major 
general in the Air Force; and 
the late Charles Sweeney, 
the pilot of the B-29 that 
dropped an atomic bomb on 
Nagasaki during World War 
II who later became a major 
general in the Massachu- 
setts Air National Guard. 

All five living gener- 
als have been invited to the 
speak at the dedication and 
all are expected to do so. 
Keefe’s son, David, who 
also served in the Air Force, 
has been invited to speak in 
honor of his father. Rich- 
ard Stratton, a naval aviator 
from Quincy who was held 
prisoner of war during the 
Vietnam War, has been in- 
vited to speak on behalf of 
Sweeney.

¢ On Sept. 22, 1598, 26-year-old playwright Ben Jon- 
son is indicted for manslaughter after a duel. He was very 
nearly hanged, but his ability to read and write saved him. 
He claimed “benefit of clergy,” which allowed him to be 
sentenced by the lenient ecclesiastical courts. In his time, 
Jonson was as famous as Shakespeare. 

¢ On Sept. 25, 1789, the first Congress of the United 
States proposes 12 amendments to the U.S. Constitution, 
and sends them to the states for ratification. Ten were rati- 
fied and are known as the Bill of Rights. 

* On Sept. 21, 1866, H.G. Wells, pioneer of science fic- 
tion, is born in Bromley, England. In 1895, he published his 
classic novel “The Time Machine” about a man who jour- 
neys to the future. The book was a success, as was “The War 
of the Worlds” (1898). 

* On Sept. 20, 1881, Chester Arthur is inaugurated, be- 
coming the third person to serve as president in that year. In 
March, President Rutherford Hayes turned over the reins of 
government to James Garfield, who was assassinated July 2 
by a crazed gunman. Arthur, the vice president, was sworm 
in the next day. 

* On Sept. 26, 1928, work begins at Chicago’s new Gal- 
vin Manufacturing Corporation. In 1930, Galvin would 
introduce the Motorola radio, the first mass-produced car 
radio. (The name had two parts: “motor,” evoking cars, and 
“ola” derived from “Victrola” record players.) 

¢ On Sept. 24, 1968, CBS airs the first episode of the 
pioneer newsmagazine show “60 Minutes,” which would 
become the longest-running prime-time show in American 
television history. The first episode featured coverage of 
the Richard Nixon and Hubert Humphrey presidential cam- 
paigns. 

* On Sept. 23, 1992, Manon Rheaume becomes the first 
woman to play in men’s North American pro sports leagues 
when she takes the ice for the NHL’s Tampa Bay Lightning 
in a preseason game.

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Quincycyles Answers Questions About Biking In Quincy 


Ask A Neighbor Who Bikes 


This column is created by Quincycles, a group of Quincy 
residents advocating for bicycle infrastructure on our city 
streets and promoting responsible bicycling as a means of 
transportation, recreation, and exercise in Quincy.

I’ve noticed new bike lanes in Quincy. Are these safe? 

Yes! Bike lanes have been shown to increase the safety 
for people riding bikes, walking, and driving cars. Bike 
lanes reduce vehicle speeds by narrowing lanes, improve the 
predictability of people’s behavior while biking, and reduce 
the distance walkers are in contact with cars while crossing 
the street. A powerful study in the Journal of Transport & 
Health, “Why cities with high bicycling rates are safer for 
all road users”, (2019) looked to predict what factors lead 
to traffic crashes and deaths in 12 cities. It found that “[b] 
etter safety outcomes are...associated with a greater preva- 
lence of bike facilities — particularly protected and separated 
bike facilities — at the block group level and, more strongly 
so, across the overall city.” Meaning bike lanes help, and 
protected bike lanes (ones that have more than just paint 
separating the lane from cars, like on Quarry Street), are a 
key contributor to safety. Additionally, bike lanes gener- 
ally but, even more so physically protected bike lanes, are 
shown to reduce sidewalk riding by giving people on bikes 
a safe, comfortable place to move, reducing conflicts with 
people walking. 

Finally, over and over, it has been shown the surest way 
to reduce both the number and severity of crashes on roads 
is to reduce the speed of motor vehicles. Research has dem- 
onstrated that a driver’s vision is narrowed when driving 
fast, thereby reducing a driver’s ability to see others on the 
road. And a vehicle going at 40mph is 5x as likely to kill a 
person walking than a vehicle going at 20mph. Any road 
with elements that reduce the speed of motor vehicles ben- 
efits everyone on the road. Neighborhood roads with fre- 
quent stop signs, speed humps or raised crosswalks, and 
pinchpoints, and main roads with bike. lanes, and frequent 
comfortable crossing$afe great for people biking, walking, 
and driving. Improving the safety for people walking and 
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biking makes our roads safer, no matter how you are choos- 
ing to get around for the day. 

I want to ride my bike in Quincy, but I’m nervous. 
Where should I get started? 

Quincy has some great places to get started! Below is a 
list: 

1) Neighborhood roads, particularly 

a. South of Wollaston MBTA Station, there are a grid of 
streets where you can ride with little conflict with cars up 
and down many small roads. When you are done, grab some 
Chinese or Thai food from Brook Street! 

b. North of Wollaston Station, enjoy neighborhood roads 
through North Quincy 

2) The Neponset Trail is a great resource just across the 
Neponset River in Boston. Again, try Steel & Rye in Milton 
or one of the many restaurants in Mattapan Square as part 
of the ride! 

3) The sidewalk trail along Quincy Shore Drive 

4) The dike in Houghs Neck, paralleling Sea Street start- 
ing at Barbour Terrace. When you arrive in Houghs Neck, 
grab some food from Hough Many Scoops! 

5) Billings Road bike lane 

6) The new protected bike lane on Quarry Street 

Additional route suggestions can also be found on the 
Quincycles.org website. 

We also recommend you reach out to your city councilor 
to let them know you want to see more safe places to bike in 
Quincy, and let them know where you want to ride!

BBB Alert: Don’t Send Money To Fake Friends On Venmo 


When a friend or family member is stuck in a bad situa- 
tion and urgently needs money, you should help them out, 
right? Not if they are a scammer pulling this new con. Al- 
ways double-check before sending money to a friend in 
need. 

How the Scam Works 

You get an out-of-the-blue Venmo request from a friend 
who needs money. Perhaps your friend has lost their wallet 
and needs to buy groceries. Could you send a couple hun- 
dred dollars to tide them over? 

It sounds like a reasonable request. And it looks legiti- 
mate too. The message comes from an account using — what 
seems to be — your friend’s username and profile photo. But 
if you look closer, you notice that the name is a character or 
two off from their real Venmo account. 

Scammers are taking advantage of generous friends by 
changing their username and profile pictures to imperson- 
ate real app users. Using the information visible in Venmo’s 
public feed, they figure out from whom this person had pre- 
viously sent or received money. Then, scammers contact 
these users with requests for money. 

This scam is just one of many cons using digital wal- 
lets apps, such as PayPal, Venmo, Zelle, and Apple Pay. Be 
aware that unlike credit cards, many digital wallet vendors 
will not shoulder the cost of fraud. If you pay scammers us- 


ing a digital wallet, you may not be successful in getting the 
company to reimburse you.

* Double check with your friend before sending cash. 
If you get an unusual request, call or text your friend to 
confirm their story. If you can’t reach them, you can also 
tap on their Venmo profile to view their public transaction 
history and information. 

* Keep your transactions private. Scammers use the 
information visible in Venmo’s public feed to find targets. 
By keeping your transactions private, you reduce your risk 
of being targeted by scammers. Here’s privacy setting infor- 
mation from Venmo. 

¢ Use money transfer with friends: Protect yourself 
from scams by only using money transfer apps for their in- 
tended purpose -- sending money to people you personally 
know. 

* Enable additional security settings: Check your ac- 
count settings to see if you can turn on additional security 
measures, such as multi-factor authentication, requiring a 
PIN, or using fingerprint recognition like Touch ID. 

¢ Link your money transfer app to a credit card. As 
with many other purchases, using a credit card will help pro- 
tect you if you don’t get the goods or services you paid for. 
Linking to a debit card or directly to your bank account does 
not give you that added protection.

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Movie Review: ‘Candyman’

The 1992 “Candyman” 
film was ostensibly a horror 
movie about an urban leg- 
end come to life. Characters 
who uttered the name “Can- 
dyman” five times while 
looking in the mirror would 
meet a swift, brutal end... 
unless Candyman had even 
more diabolical plans in 
mind. 

But the urban legend 
stuff was just the candy shell 
to a gooey center of racial- 
ly-charged commentary on 
everything from gentrifica- 
tion to. police brutality. The 
franchise had to take a break 
following two wonky late 
90s sequels, but it’s back 
in 2021, courtesy of writer/ 
director Nia DaCosta and 
writers/producers Jordan 
Peele and Win Rosenfeld. 
With those names involved, 
you know the race-related 
social commentary isn’t go- 
ing anywhere. 

Anthony McCoy (Ya- 
hya Abdul-Manteen II) is 
an African-American §art- 
ist who benefits a little too 
much from the people and 
world around him. He’s 
broke and doesn’t regularly 
work, but is supported by 
his gallery director wife Bri- 
anna (Teyonah Parris), and 
the couple as a unit benefits 
from the affordable housing 
rates of the gentrified Cabri- 
ni Green neighborhood in 
Chicago. Anthony will go 
on to benefit from a well- 
timed opening at Brianna’s 
next art show, as well as 
better-than-no-fame infamy 
born out of one of his pieces 
featuring prominently in a 
violent news story. 

After hearing about the 
Candyman legend from Bri- 
anna’s brother Troy (Nathan 
Stewart-Jarrett), Anthony 
goes to the ghetto to learn 
more from weirdo laundro- 
mat owner William Burke 
(Colman Domingo). Burke 
tells the story not of famil- 
iar Candyman Daniel Rob- 
italle, but of Sharman Fields 
(Michael Hargrove), whose 
backstory also involves 
candy, a hook hand, and 
death by a corrupt version 
of the law. Anthony throws 
together some so-so Candy- 
man victim paintings that 
aren’t taken seriously by the 
industry’s higher-ups. These 
people are so unaffected that 
they perform the Candyman 
ritual sarcastically. Predict- 


ably, they pay dearly. 
Anthony spends the rest 
of the film trying to answer 
questions about Candyman 
and his own, undeniable role 
in the Candyman legend. 
Why is Candyman targeting 
his personal enemies? Why 
is he suddenly inspired to 
create much better art? Why 
is a simple bee sting on his 
hand causing his whole 
body to break out in burn 
scars? What has his mother 
(Vanessa E. Williams) been 
hiding from him? And most 
importantly, is he Candy- 
man’s next victim? Brianna 
conducts her own investiga- 
tion with an additional ques- 
tion: is Anthony responsible 
for the murders? Here’s my 
question: how do the differ- 
ent Candymen (there are at 
least two more that I haven’t 
mentioned) decide which 
one will show up when Can- 
dyman is summoned? My 
guess: they draw Pixie Stix. 
“Candyman” was com- 
pleted prior to the death of 
George Floyd, an event that 
makes the film more rel- 
evant than ever, but which 
leads to a mixed message 
in one department. “Say 
His Name” was a sentiment 
echoed by the Black Lives 
Matter movement so Floyd 
wouldn’t be ‘forgotten. This 
film adopts that phrase as 
a tagline. But saying Can- 
dyman’s name is exactly 
what people shouldn’t do in 
this world, at least not five 
times, though it’s probably 
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just better to avoid it alto- 
gether. I can’t help but no- 
tice the contradiction there. 

“Candyman” is creepier 
with its atmosphere and un- 
trustworthy characters than 
it is with actual scares. Most 
of the kills are pretty stan- 
dard for slasher fare, save 
for one standout completely 
devoid of jump scares. Cer- 
tain scenes of body horror 
seem forced, with Anthony 
constantly picking at his 
new scars, possibly causing 
them to be worse than they 
are. Perhaps worst of all is 
that the various iterations 
of Candyman are often sur- 
rounded by CGI bees, which 
aren’t scary in the least. On 
the plus side, we get plenty 
of dizzying shots of Chicago 
skyscrapers, which serve to 
instill a fear of heights even 
when one is on the ground 
(and in a theater). Best of 
all, the film is bookended 
with well-crafted shadow 
puppets telling the most 
compelling stories I’ve ever 
seen shadow puppets tell. | 
wonder: between the shad- 
ow puppets and a handful 
of Milky Ways, which will 
cause me to lose more sleep 
at night? 

Grade: B 

“Candyman” is rated R 
for bloody horror violence, 
and language including 
some sexual references. Its 
running time is 91 minutes.

Add the celery, onion, and garlic, stirring 
well and cooking for 3 minutes more. 

Add the beans, spinach and 3 cups water. 
Bring to a boil, cover, and reduce heat to 
low. Let simmer for 10 minutes. 

Uncover and, with a potato masher or 
large slotted spoon, partially mash the bean 
mixture until it thickens slightly. 

If you want soup thinner add extra broth 
at this time. 

Stir in the parsley, and bacon. Season 
with sea salt/pepper to taste (if needed).

Keep Gardening After 
The First Fall Frost 


By MELINDA MYERS 

There is nothing worse 
than frost in the forecast and 
a garden full of vegetables 
not quite ready for picking. 
Use some simple strategies 
to extend the growing sea- 
son and keep enjoying gar- 
den-fresh vegetables. 

Fortunately, somé veg- 
etables like cabbage, broc- 
coli, cauliflower, kale, and 
Brussels sprouts tolerate 
frost and even taste better 
after a slight chill. Most of 
these can tolerate tempera- 
tures as low as 24 to 28° F. 

Leeks are another veg- 

etable that thrive in cooler 
temperatures. Many tol- 
erate temperatures as low 
as 20° F. Just mound some 
protective mulch around the 
plants and continue harvest- 
ing. Leave some of your 
carrots, turnips, and pars- 
nips in the ground for win- 
ter. Just cover the soil with 
straw or evergreen boughs 
after it lightly freezes. Dig 
as needed or during a winter 
thaw. You will enjoy their 
wonderfully sweet flavor. 

Protect’ frost-sensitive 
plants with old bed sheets 
and even mattress pads. 
Cover the plants in late af- 
ternoon and remove them 
as soon as the temperatures 
climb above freezing. Keep 
them handy and be ready to 
cover whenever frost is in 
the forecast: 

Make it easier by using 
all-purpose garden fabric 
row covers. This spun ma- 
terial allows air, light, and 
water through while pro- 
tecting the plants from frost. 
Loosely cover the plants 
and anchor the edges with 
stones, boards, or garden 
pins. You only need to re- 
move the fabric to harvest 
ripe vegetables. Otherwise, 
it can stay in place until the 
vegetables stop producing 
or you decide it is time to 
end the season. 

Create a high tunnel over 
garden beds filled with large 
plants. Use hoops and row 
covers to allow easy access 
for harvesting while protect- 
ing the plants. Systems like 
Maxi Garden Hoops stand 
seven feet tall and five feet 
wide when installed. Simply 
cover the set of three hoops 
with row cover fabric. 

Cloches have long been

used to jump start the sea- 
son or extend it beyond the 
first fall frost. You will find 
a variety of shapes and sizes 
available. Select one large 
enough to cover your plants 
and protect them as needed. 
Look for those with vents to 
prevent plants from over- 
heating and ones like the 
cool weather row cloches 
(gardeners.com) that allow 
water through while trap- 
ping in the heat. 

Don’t let unripe toma- 
toes go to waste if you are 
unable or unwilling to pro- 
tect them from frost. Har- 
vest any that are starting to 
show color before the kill- 
ing frost and finish ripening 
them indoors. The bottom 
of the tomato should be 
greenish white or starting to 
color up. Store your green 
tomatoes in a cool (60 to 65 
degrees) location to extend 
their storage life. 

Spread the tomatoes out 
on heavy paper or wrap 
them individually in news- 
paper so the fruit do not 


touch. They will ripen over 
the next few weeks. Speed 
up the process by moving 
a few tomatoes to a warm, 
bright location a few days 
before they are needed. En- 
joy green tomatoes fried, in 
relish, salsa, pies or one of 
many more ways. 

And when the season 
finally ends for you, start 
planning for next year. 
Many of these same strate- 
gies can be used to jump 
start the season for an earlier 
harvest.

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Ask Rusty: Is It Always Best To Wait 
Until Age 70 To Claim Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I’m 66 years old and still (self) employed 
as a home builder. I have not taken Social Security ben- 
efits yet, and don’t need to at this time. If relevant, my 
business struggled when I first started it five years ago, 
but did well last year, and I’ll have my highest earning 
year in my life this year and possibly next year as well. 
My question is, and it may be dumb, is it always best to 
delay Social Security until age 70 if there is no current 
financial need for it? Also, are benefits calculated by total 
dollars earned over a lifetime, or is some kind of average 
or mean computation used? I’ ve enjoyed excellent health 
throughout my life, and I have longevity in my family. 
I’m single if that’s relevant. Signed: Planning Ahead 

Dear Planning Ahead: There is never a dumb ques- 
tion about Social Security because it’s a highly complex 
program. No, it isn’t always best to delay claiming SS 
until age 70, but yours might be a typical example of why 
waiting until age 70 to claim is a very smart move. Here’s 
why: 

¢ Your benefit at age 70 will be about 31% more than 
it would be at your full retirement age (FRA), which is 66 
years and 2 months if you were born in 1955. 

¢ If you are still working and don’t urgently need the 
money, your SS benefit will grow by 8% for each full 
year you delay claiming (but you can still claim at any 
time if necessary and get all Delayed Retirement Credits 
(DRCs) earned to the point you claim). 

¢ Your benefit amount will be computed using the 
monthly average of your lifetime 35 highest earning 
years, so if your current and more recent earnings are 
among your highest, they will be included in your benefit 
computation when you claim. Your earnings in the early 
years will be adjusted for inflation, and if you don’t have

a full 35 years of earnings, they will still use 35 (put- 
ting zeros in to make 35). So, if you don’t have a full 35 
years of lifetime earnings, your current earnings now will 
eliminate some of those “zero earnings” years, resulting 
in a higher benefit. 

¢ If you’re in good health now and you enjoy at least 
an “average” longevity (about 84 for a man your age), 
you’ll get more in cumulative lifetime benefits by wait- 
ing until age 70 to claim and enjoy that higher monthly 
benefit for the rest of your life. If you wish to estimate 
your life expectancy, you can use this tool we use here at 
The AMAC Foundation: https://socialsecurityreport.org/ 
tools/life-expectancy-calculator/. 

* Since you’re single, you don’t need to worry about 
maximizing a survivor benefit for your spouse, but if you 
marry or have an ex-spouse who outlives you, then wait- 
ing until age 70 to claim would give them the maximum 
survivor benefit they are entitled to. 

So, in your specific circumstance, waiting until you 
are 70 to claim appears to be a wise choice. For others 
who don’t enjoy good health and don’t expect to make 
average longevity, or for those who urgently need the 
money earlier, claiming before age 70 is often a better 
choice.

exercise sessions are suf- 
ficient for attaining rela- 
tively high levels of overall 
physical fitness (strength, 
endurance, flexibility) and 
associated health benefits 
(body composition, blood 
pressure, low back condi- 


tion). The critical factor for 
experiencing excellent exer- 
cise results is training at the 
appropriate intensity. This 
does not mean exercising at 
your peak effort level, but 
training in the right range 
to stimulate optimal physi- 
ological adaptations. 


For example, overall 


muscular strength, may be 
effectively developed by 
performing 5 to 10 resis- 
tance exercises for one set of 
10 repetitions,- using about 
75 percent of maximum re- 
sistance, with emphasis on 
moderate movement speed 
and full movement range. 
The resistance exercises 


may be performed with 
dumbbells or elastic bands 
at home, or on weight stack 
machines or air pressure 
machines at a fitness facil- 
ity. Cardiovascular endur- 
ance may be effectively 
developed by performing 20 
minutes of aerobic activity 
at about 75 percent of maxi- 


mum heart rate. Your maxi- 
mum heart rate may be es- 
timated by subtracting your 
age from 220.

minute. The most popular 
indoor aerobic activities are 
treadmill walking, station- 
ary cycling, and stationary 
rowing. Joint flexibility 
may be effectively devel- 
oped by performing static 
stretches that you hold for 
10 to 30 seconds at a toler- 
able tautness level (short of 
maximum muscle elonga- 
tion). Be sure to emphasize 
easing into and out of each 
stretched position. Due to 
so much time spent in seat- 
ed postures, the most impor- 
tant flexibility exercises are 
those that stretch the poste- 
rior muscle groups (calves, 
rear thighs, lower back, and 
upper back).

The new school year is 
underway with new princi- 
pals at the helm of three of 
Quincy’s public schools. 

Keith Ford began the 
year as the new principal at 
North Quincy High, Derek 
Lakey is the new principal at 
South West Middle School 
and Natacha Dieudonné is 
the new principal at the Lin- 
coln-Hancock Community 
School. 

Ford had spent the five 
previous years as the assis- 
tant principal at Needham 
High School. Lakey came to 
the district from the James 
Madison Morton Middle 
School in Fall River, where 
he was assistant principal for 
seven years. Dieudonné was 
most recently mathematics 
instructor in the Waltham 
Public Schools and was pre- 
viously public schools pro- 
grams director for the Acera 
School in Winchester. 

In a interview, 
Supt. Kevin Mulvey said 
he did not purposefully 
choose to fill all three prin- 
cipal positions with exter- 
nal candidates. Instead, no 
internal candidates applied 
to be the principal at either 
North or Lincoln-Hancock 
and Lakey was the best ap- 
plicant for the opening at 
South West. 

“Tt wasn’t on purpose,” 
Mulvey said of the external 
hires. “So, for instance, the 
Lincoln-Hancock principal 
position — that was posted, 
and only external candidates 
applied. The same _ with 
North Quincy High School 
— only external candidates 


recent 


applied. 

“There were internal can- 
didates for the South West 
position. There was an in- 
terview committee obvious- 
ly that interviewed the first 
round and then recommend- 
ed final candidates for me 
to interview. The first round 
produced three candidates 
that went before myself and 
Erin Perkins, the assistant 
superintendent, for a final 
interview and based on the 
interviews we felt that the 
candidate who got the posi- 
tion for South West was a 
very, very strong candidate. 

“Tt is unusual that we go 
outside because we typically 
like to hire people we know 
and people who have done 
well — and all the candidates 
were great candidates, the 
finalists were excellent, but 
this candidate in particular 
we thought could really help 
transform that school and 
that neighborhood and com- 
munity, and that is why we 
ended up selecting that can- 
didate.” 

Interview committees 
composed of parents, teach- 
ers and members of the su- 
perintendent’s _leadership 
vetted applicants for all 
three principal openings. 
Mulvey said the commit- 
tees at North and Lincoln- 
Hancock put forward only 
one finalist each — Ford and 
Dieudonné, respectively. 

“We had an interview 
committee comprised of 
parents and teachers and 
members of the union, 
members of the SLT, and 
they ended up forwarding 
one finalist candidate to me, 
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a 
with a backup if that per- 
son didn’t except,” Mulvey 
said of the opening at North. 
“Fortunately, after I inter- 
viewed this candidate, he 
was an excellent candidate 
and we offered him the po- 
sition and he accepted. That 
was great. 

“Same with the Lincoln- 
Hancock position. The final 
candidate who ended up get- 
ting the position was...the 
only finalist recommended 
for final interview and she 
too accepted our offer.” 

In addition to serving 
as the assistant principal 
at Needham High School, 
Ford was the dean of stu- 
dents at Randolph High 
School and dean of school 
culture at English High 
School as well as a football 
and swimming coach at sev- 
eral area high schools. He 
holds a Bachelor of Science 
from Northeastern Universi- 
ty, a Masters of Education in 
School Administration from 
Emmanuel College, and is 
currently a doctoral candi- 
date for Education Policy, 
Organization, and Leader- 
ship/Diversity and Equity 
in Education at the Univer- 
sity of [linois/Champaign- 


Urbana. 

Ford succeeded Rob 
Shaw as the principal at 
North Quincy. Shaw, who 
had served as North’s prin- 
cipal since 2012, left the 
school system this summer 
for a job in a different dis- 
trict. 

Before becoming an as- 
sistant principal, Lakey was 
a middle school English lan- 
guage arts and special edu- 
cation teacher at the Mat- 
thew Kuss Middle School 
in Fall River and the New 
Bedford Global Learning 
Charter School, and also 
coached basketball and 
soccer.

The Quincy Public 
Schools made major strides

Kevin Mul- 
vey recently told the School 
Committee. 

Committee member Paul 
Bregoli asked Mulvey about 
the hiring process during the 
school board’s organization- 
al meeting on Sept. 1. One 
of the committee’s goals for 
the district, Bregoli noted, 
is to create a more diverse 
workforce. 

Mulvey said the district 
is making progress toward 
that goal. Last school year, 
Quincy joined the Mas- 
sachusetts Partnership for 
Diversity in Education — a 
group whose miore than 30 
members include Brookline, 
Cambridge, Milton, Somer- 
ville and. Weymouth — and 
that paid dividends over the 
summer. 

“This year we partnered 
with the Massachusetts Part- 


nership for Diversity in Ed- 
ucation. We expanded our 
web of recruitment through 
that organization and we 
have been successful, very 
successful, this year in ex- 
panding and hiring diverse 
staff — not only at the prin- 
cipal level but also...at the 
professional level and the 
non-professional level, in- 
cluding bus drivers and cus- 
todians as well,” Mulvey 
said. 

“This is an ongoing ef- 
fort and it will continue to 
be ongojng but this year in 
particular we’ ve made some 
significant strides in that 
area.” 

Quincy and other school 
districts are competing to at- 
tract the same pool of candi- 
dates, Mulvey said, but the 
school system is attractive 
one to work in.

nication. 

The Norfolk Registry of 
Deeds is an arm of govern- 
ment that deals with the big- 
gest asset most of us have- 
our homes. As the eleventh 
(11th) Norfolk Register of 
Deeds I take great pride 
in preserving these land 
records that were first re- 
corded for the communities 
of Norfolk County dating 
back to 1793. The mission 
of recording land docu- 
ments may be similar to the 
days of scriveners and quill 
pens at the Norfolk Regis- 
try of Deeds. However, the 
delivery of services in this 
technology centric world 
we live in today is so vastly 
different than the days when 
land records were delivered 
by horseback to Dedham 
where the Norfolk Registry 
of Deeds is located. 

As I reflect on my ten- 
ure as Norfolk Register 
of Deeds the delivery of 
quality recording services 
to the Registry stakehold- 
ers and citizens of Norfolk 
County has vastly changed. 
The quality services pro- 
vided by and through the 
Norfolk Registry of Deeds 
like so many other sectors 
in our society is driven by 
technology and advances 
in technology. There was 
no internet land record re- 
search at the Norfolk Regis- 
try of Deeds when I became 
Register of Deeds in 2002. 
Speaking of the internet, did 
you know January 1, 1983 is 
considered the official birth- 
day of the internet which 
allowed various computer 
networks to communicate 
with each other? Now be- 
cause of technology you can 
go to the Norfolk Registry 
of Deeds website at http:// 
www.norfolkdeeds.org and 
search the county’s land re- 
cords. A lot of businesses 
and government entities like 
the Registry of Deeds did 
not have websites, some- 
thing that is commonplace 
now. What happened? It 
was the technology. The 


advances in technology and 
improvements in technology 
continue at the Norfolk Reg- 
istry of Deeds. The Regis- 
try’s records in its internet 
library of over 15 million 
scanned images have been 
brought into homes and 
businesses because of tech- 
nology. You can search and 
view land records from your 
computer including those 
records related to four Presi- 
dents of the United States 
born in Norfolk County. 

The Norfolk Registry 
of Deeds undertook a tran- 
scription project which 
transcribed over 450,000 
recorded land documents 
hand written between 1793 
to 1900. David McCullough 
an American historian and 
author wrote, “I was fasci- 
nated and delighted to learn 
about the way the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
and the Xerox Corporation 
are transcribing the histori- 
cal deeds into easy-to-read 
computer text, and I say this 
as one who has spent a great 
deal of my working life 
struggling to read original 
letters, and diaries, and oth- 
er old documents... you are 
making an important contri- 
bution and I send my warm- 
est congratulations.” It was 
technology and advances in 
technology that made this 
historical and impactful un- 
dertaking come about. 

I could go on and on 
about other modernization 
initiatives that have been 
implemented at the Norfolk 
Registry of Deeds. These 
initiatives were driven by 
technology. There is elec- 
tronic recording which was 
how most of the 205,000 
land documents recorded 
last fiscal year at the Nor- 
folk Registry of Deeds 
were recorded. A closing 
can take place in a law- 
yer’s Office and the land 
documents to be recorded 
are transmitted for record- 
ing to the Norfolk Registry 
of Deeds. Technology and 
abuses of technology in the

form of cybersecurity risks 
drives developing plans to 
deal with disaster recovery, 
business continuity and the 
protection of Registry data 
and operations. Because of 
cybersecurity intrusions and 
technological scams, the 
Norfolk Registry of Deeds 
makes available to consum- 
ers a “Consumer Notifica- 
tion Service.” This Registry 
of Deeds service allows res- 
idents of Norfolk County to 
be notified if there is some 
type of document recorded 
at the Norfolk Registry of 
Deeds in that consumer’s 
name. The “Consumer No- 
tification Service” is a tool 
made available through 
technology to fight and be 
notified of fraudulent scams 
that could affect one’s title 
to property. It is technology 
and advances in technology 
that allows these services 
and programs to be made 
available to the stakeholders 
of the Registry of Deeds and 
residents of Norfolk County. 

Technology and advanc- 
es in technology in our soci- 
ety and world will continue. 
Technology and the need to 
deal with technology as a 
way to deliver quality ser- 
vice by the Norfolk Registry 
of Deeds needs to continue. 
To those who may think 
otherwise I will harken back 
to my Uncle Ray’s words, 
“There is nothing as con- 
stant in life as change.” 

The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds is located 
at 649 High St. in Dedham. 
The Registry is a resource 
for homeowners, title ex- 
aminers, mortgage lenders, 
municipalities and others 
with a need for secure, accu- 
rate, accessible land record 
information. All land record 
research information can 
be found on the Registry’s 
website www.norfolkdeeds. 
org. Residents in need of 
assistance can call the Reg- 
istry of Deeds Customer 
Service Center at (781) 461- 
6101, or email registerodon- 
nell@norfolkdeeds.org.

HOLLYWOOD - In 1955, 
Clint Eastwood began his ca- 
reer in “The Revenge of the 
Creature” (from “The Black 
Lagoon”). He landed the lead 
in the CBS series “Rawhide” 
in 1958, then went to Italy in 
1964 arid starred in “A Fist- 
ful of Dollars,” the first of 
three spaghetti Westerns. At 
40, Eastwood directed his first 
film, “Play Misty For Me” 
(1971). He kept acting, but it 
was directing that earned him 
four Oscars (from 11 nomina- 
tions). On Sept. 17, at 91, his 
40th film will open, “Cry Ma- 
cho,” which he directed, pro- 
duced and stars in. 

Clint cast country singer 
Dwight Yoakum as his co-star. 
Yoakum’s memorable films 
are “Sling Blade” (1996), 
“Panic Room” (2002), “Wed-

Antique Mixing Table — 
“Antique mixing table” is what 
the auction catalog said. Meant 
to mix what? How did you use 


jt? When was it made? Where 


did it belong in the house? An 
online search was no help. To- 
day the name “mixing table” 
refers to the electronic con- 
soles that are used to create 
music recordings. A search of 
several large modern dictionar- 
ies, books on period furniture 
and more online searching 
got pictures but no explana- 
tion. But there was a clue. The 
auction’s piece was probably 
made by Anthony Quervelle 
(1789-1856). He was a popular 
furniture maker who worked in 
Philadelphia about 1815. He 
specialized in carved wooden, 
usually mahogany, pieces in 
the Classical style. 
The mixing table was used 
in a Southern dining room to 
mix drinks. There were spe- 
cial shelves to store bottles. 
Its marble, not mahogany, top 
was less likely to be stained if 
a drink was spilled. The top of 
the table was 40 inches from 
the floor, the perfect serving 
height. To add to the room’s 
decoration, mixing tables were 
made with decorative scrolls 
and panels. A Neal Auction 
in New Orleans sold a mixing 
table attributed to Quervelle 
for $3,200. Several other simi- 
lar tables sold in the past few 
years for a comparable price.

Q: How much is a deck of 
playing cards from Air Force 
One worth?

The presidential 
plane was not called Air Force 
One until 1953. The tradition 
of giving playing cards con- 
tinued, except under President 
Carter, who thought the give- 
away was a waste of taxpay- 
er’s money. The first playing 
cards to include the president’s 
signature were those given by 
Johnson in the 1960s. 
Unopened decks, still in their 
cellophane wrap, are worth 
more than decks that have been 
opened and used. Prices for 
memorabilia from some’ presi- 
dents are more than those from 
others. Recent prices for Presi- 
dent Johnson’s Air Force One 
playing cards include a boxed 
set of two unopened decks for 
$125 and a boxed set with two 
decks that have been opened 
for $50.

Help! My Cats Have 
Started Fighting 
DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
My two cats, Mitsy and 
Bitsy, got along well for 
nearly five years. Bitsy 
is 11 years old, about six 
years older than Mitsy. In 
the past couple of months, 
they squall and squabble 
with each other every time 
they’re in the same room. 
What is going on, and how 
do I stop it? —- Cara C., Al- 

buquerque, New Mexico 
DEAR CARA: Take both 
of your cats to the veterinar- 
ian aS soon as an appoint- 
ment is available. Because 
the behavior just recently 
Started after years of tran- 
quility, a health issue could 
be at the root of their fight- 
ing. 

Senior cats are especially 
likely -to--develop condi- 
tions that cause them to be 
cranky or more territorial 
than usual. Pain from arthri- 
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tis or other conditions can 
be a big factor in making 
Bitsy irritable, tired and just 
not in the mood to hang out 
with Mitsy. Likewise, Mitsy 
could be developing a medi- 
cal condition; it’s best to 
rule out physical problems 
in both cats. 

Once their health has been 
assessed and treatment, if 
necessary, started, then the 
hard work of reconciling 
the two can begin. Keep the 
cats separated at first — on 
opposite sides of the house. 
if possible, in closed rooms. 
Each day, reintroduce them 
by placing a small plate of 
food in front of each door 
and letting them out. If they 
calmly eat, then the next 
day, move both plates clos- 
er. Observe the cats as they 
eat: if they begin to grow] 
or tense up, put both back 
into their rooms before they 
escalate — fighting is very 
traumatic for them. Shift 
the bowls back a bit and try 
again.

A declarer who relies more on gen- 
eral principles than common sense ts 
doing himself a great disservice. In 
one way or another, every deal played 
is differemt from every other deal ever 
played before. To be guided only by 
habit — and not by the actual circum- 
stances one faces — is sure to prove 
costly from time to time. 

For example, in a particular case 
it may not be right to play to drop 
the queen instead of finessing when 
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you're missing Q-x-x-x of a suit. Or 
why it is sometimes better to ruff 
dummy’s losers in your hand rather 
than ruff your losers in dummy. 

Consider the present case where 
West leads the queen of diamonds 
against three notrump. Without giv- 
ing the matter much thought, you 
might take the first trick with the ace 
in order to attack your most promis- 
ing suit, clubs, by means of a finesse. 

If you did this, you’d most likely 
go down after East won the queen 
of clubs with the king and returned 
a diamond to establish West’s suit. 
When you later tried a heart finesse 
for your ninth trick, West would take 
the king and cash his diamonds to put 
you down one. 

The correct line of play is to win the 
first diamond in dummy and lead a low 
heart to your jack. Win or lose, this is 
certain to make the contract. In the 
actual case, the heart finesse loses, but 
West cannot safely return a diamond, 
Whatever he does, you can next attack 
clubs to assure at least nine tricks. 

It might seem odd to attack hearts, 
where you might gain only one trick, 
instead of clubs, where you might 
gain three — but that is certainly the 
right thing to do when playing clubs 
first jeopardizes the contract, while 
playing hearts first guarantees it. First 
things first.

Surgery Is Valid 
Option For Severe 
Sleep Apnea 


DEAR DR. ROACH: My 
son, who is 30 years old, was 
recently diagnosed with se- 
vere obstructive sleep apnea 
and currently uses a CPAP 
machine. He says does not 
want to use this for the rest 
of his life, therefore, he has 
researched surgery to correct 
his OSA. Recently he consult- 
ed with a sleep expert, and 
now has surgery scheduled 
with that doctor. 

My son will have a septo- 
plasty and a palate expansion 
before a more radical surgery 
in a year called MMA. My son 
feels that these surgeries will 
give him the longest lasting 
cure for his OSA. I am very 
concerned about all of these 
surgeries. I value your ob- 
jective opinion and hope you 
can give me some reassurance 
that these surgeries are worth 
the pain.--G.M. 

ANSWER: Although CPAP 
(continuous positive airway 
pressure, which works by us- 
ing air to keep the airway open) 
is the usual treatment for ob- 
structive sleep apnea, surgery 
is another effective way to treat 
OSA. Surgery is most appropri- 
ate for those who wish a surgi- 
cal solution (some people can’t 
stand the CPAP machine), those 
who have a surgically correct- 
able problem (see below), and 
those who are good candidates 
for surgery; younger age makes 
surgery seem more reasonable 
to me. 

The specific surgery cho- 
sen depends on an individual’s 
unique anatomy. Surgery on the 
uvula (yes, the dangling thing 
at the back of the throat), soft 
palate and. pharynx is the most 
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mandibular advancement sur- 
gery (MMA) has been shown 
to be successful in several well- 
known medical centers in the 
U.S., such as Mayo Clinic and 
Stanford. Success rates are high, 
and some studies have shown 
surgical cure of obstructive 
sleep apnea in over half of those 
who undergo the procedure. 

Not knowing your son and 
not being a surgeon, I can’t give 
an objective opinion for him in 
particular, but I can say that in 
appropriate patients, surgical 
treatment of OSA is reasonable.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Is 
there any good way to find 
the correct blood pressure 
medicine that doesn’t suck the 
life pep out of you, give you a 
headache, make you short of 
breath when walking or grap- 
ple with all of those side effects 
at once? Who should manage 
that program, your regular 
doctor or your cardiologist? Is 
there another specialist with 
the right insight and exper- 
tise?-- E.M. 

ANSWER: Choosing the best 
blood pressure medicine for a 
person with high blood pressure 
starts with knowing as much as 
possible about the person’s heart 
and blood vessels, and their oth- 
er medical conditions. A person 
with blockages in the arteries 
should be on a beta blocker and 
ACE inhibitor most of the time. 
A person with diabetes should 
be on an ACE inhibitor or an- 
giotensin receptor blocker. An 
older person with isolated high 
systolic pressure may get most 
benefit from a diuretic. How- 
ever, it may still take some trial 
and error to find the best choice. 
Most people are able to find a 
blood pressure regimen that has 
very few side effects. 

Most generalists have exper- 
tise in blood-pressure medica- 
tions, and are likely to know all 
your conditions. Cardiologists 
have more expertise in cardio- 
vascular disease, and I refer 
to high blood pressure experts 
when I have difficulty getting 
someone’s blood pressure under

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Waterston Avenue Needs Fixing 


Waterston Avenue is a 
significant street in Wollas- 
ton — running between and 
roughly parallel to Fenno 
St. and the meticulously 
landscaped Elm Avenue. 
But the contrast to Elm Av- 
enue is stark — Waterston 
Avenue is Cinderella minus 
the fairy godmother. 

Multiple layers of asphalt 
are exposed by uneven gaps 
in the pavement while large 
asphalt patches rise and fall 
like the waves in Quincy 
Bay during a Nor’easter. 
The depression at the inter- 
section with Ebbett Avenue 
(a private way) forms a ba- 
sin that is typically under-

No speed limit is posted be- 
Cause monitoring it would 
be a waste of time --any- 
thing over 5 MPH would be 
unattainable without incur- 
ring front end damage. (Not 
that you would want to drive 
down the street anyway -— 
who would want to subject 
their vehicle to that level of 
abuse?) The real kicker is 
that most of the street was 
closed for much of the sum- 
mer of 2020 — and this was 
the result. 

Here’s the bottom line: 
the basics of running a city 
are, well, pretty basic. You 
plow the roads, pick up the 


trash, teach the kids, protect 
the public and, yes, pave the 
streets. There are no photo 
ops associated with paving a 
street -- no dedication cere- 
monies or speeches. QATV 
won’t cover it; the Quincy 
Sun won't report it; the 
Governor won’t praise it. 
But cities depend on their 
basic infrastructure — take 
that away and you have little 
of value left.
